It meeds only & powerful navy
nnd ineressod standing army on the one
hund and Federal control of the railroad and
telegraph lines on the ather to prepare ns
for a species of paternalism snd federal
domination not only never contemplated by
the founders of this Govarnment, but never
dresmed of by the wildest socialistic vision-
aries of 1860, War develops the national
feeling, and the powers of the Federal Gov-
ernment are increased by the people’s repre-
sentatives in Congress nssembled. War
strengthens the Union at the expense of the
antonomy of its several paris. Pretiy soon
we shall have ane of the most formidable
navies of the ¢ivilized world, and our sea-
canst will bristle with modern defenses. For
every man who iz ready to go to war now
we shall then have 100 belligerent citizens,
and for every Federal uniform at the pub-
